Although a draft Definitive Constitution was prepared 
by the Drafting Committee (Prof. M.J.D. White, Dr.i.N.Marks 
and Dr. 1.M.Mackerras) and was circulated to Councillors for 
comment, problems arose which prevented the Executive from 
presenting the Constitution for adoption at the Third 
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Annual General Meeting. Members were advised of these problems 
at the time the Draft Definitive Constitution was circulated 

to them in July, As a result, the Executive made changes in 
the Provisional Constitution to extend its powers of operation 
from five to seven years and made other changes to provide 

for Sustaining Membership and Honorary Members and to remove 
the obligation for Annual General Meetings to be held in 
association with ANZAAS. The changes are recorded elsewhere in 
this Bulletin.

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ANNUA™ REPORT OF THER AUSTRALIAN ENTOMOLOGICAT SOCIETY 
AUGUST 1969 


The Executive takes pleasure in presenting the third Annual 
Report of the Australian Entomological Society covering the 18 
month period from 1st February, 1968 to 31st July, 1969. 


It is also the third and last Annual Report from this 
Brisbaneebased Hxecutive. 


The First Four Years 


The third Annual Meeting is being held on 16th August, 1969, 
four years after the Inaugural Meeting on 17th August, 1965. In 
that time membership has increased from 278 to 372; Regional 
Councillors have done much to bring about this increase, Very 
few resignations resulted from an increase in subscriptions from 
$5 to $10, commencing in 1969. 


Tworand-a-half volumes of the Journal of the Australian 
Entomological Society have been published, with numbers any 
in size mn 78 pages in Vol. 6, No. l, 1967 to 116 pages in Vol.8 
No. 1, 1969. In this the Society was most generously helped by 
the Entomological Society of Queensland which handed over its well- 
established Journal, a 20-page Index to which was published with 
Vol. 6, No. 1. Institutional subscriptions to the Journal have 
increased from 151 in 1967 to 161 in 1969. ‘The Editor and those 
who have assisted him, as well as the authors who supported the 
Journal, have contributed greatly to the Society's scientific 
standing, 


The first two of a series of Occasional Publications were 
issued, Handbook No. 1 "Methods of Collection and Preservation of 
Insects" by K. R. Norris in November 1966 and Miscellaneous 
Publication No. 1 "The Entomology of Citrus in New South Wales" 
by ~.C. Hely in November 1968, The former has proved a best- 
sellers; publication of the latter was supported by donations from 
the Agricultural Chemicals Industry. 


Since 1965 a quarterly News Bulletin has been issued, The 
Bulletin Editors, with support from Councillors, have made this 
a true news medium highly valued by members. It also provides 
the means for the Executive to report to Councillors and inform 
members of Society affairs. 


he Society, negotiating through the President, was 
accepv‘ed by the Australian Academy of Science as co-sponsor (with 
responsibility for organising the scientific programme) of an 
invitation to hold the 14th International Congress of Entomology 
in Australia in 1972. The invitation was accepted in August,1968. 
Our Academician members, particularly Dr. D. F. Waterhouse, have 
helped greatly here. Already one quarter of the sum that the | 
‘society undertook to contribute to Congress expenses has been set 
aside. 
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Two successful Annual General Meetings were held, each with 
an attendance of 55 members, The second revealed the advantages 
of a residential meeting, The third, also residential, will have 
an even larger attendance. Local committees have been responsible 
for organising these meetings, 


A recommendation was made to the Director of National Parks 
and Wildlife Service, New South Wales that eight species of insects 
be listed as protected fauna in a new Wildlife Conservation Act; 
details of their habitat and range, and reasons for listing were 
provided. Several members helped in the preparation of this 
submission, 


There were two matters the Society did not accomplish in 
these four years. One was to admit to affiliation the one 
Entomological Society in Australia not a Foundation Affiliate; 
no application was received from it, but its President and 
our Vice President have had friendly and mutually informative 
correspondence, The second was to have ready a document that 
could be adopted as the Definitive Constitution by the Third 
Annual Meeting; this is discussed later in this report. 


kxecutive and Officers Meetings 


There have been 18 Executive and 16 Officers meetings 
Since the last Annual General Meeting. The Officers at present 
constitute the Publication Committee and Officers meetings were 
almost entirely concerned with publication.

We should like at this time to pay a special tribute to our 
three Assistants, Mr. K.B.W. Utech, Assistant Secretary, Mr. 
R. A. Weir, Assistant Treasurer, and Mr. R. W. Steele, Assistant 
Editor, They have all given splendid service, Mr. Utech since 
March 1967, and Messrs. Weir and Steele since, respectively, 
April and July 1966. We literally do not know how we could have 
managed without them, 


Executive Appointments 


Tenure of these iS concurrent with that of the Executive 
that made them, Usually they involve a great deal of hard work 
without the honour of Office, but between Annual Meetings the 
Executive also fills any vacancies for Officers or Councillors. 
We are most grateful to all those who accepted appointment.

Dr. G.H.S. Hooper, first Hon. Treasurer and Hon, Business 
Manager, resigned to go overseas in October 1968, Wr. G. W. 
Saunders accepted appointment to both Offices, but subsequently 
it was decided to separate them and the kxecutive, in January 
1969, appointed Mr. R. G. Winks Hon. Business Manager. 


When N.S.W. membership reached 80 in March, 1968, the Hxecutive, 
after consultation with the Regional Councillor, appointed 
Professor A.F.L. O'Farrell as second Regional Councillor for N.5.W. 


The Hon. Auditor, Mr. R. Peterson, who audited the 1967=8 
accounts, resigned in July 1969 as he had left Brisbane. The 
Executive appointed in his stead, Ir, i.

Membership 


At 31st July, 1969 membership was 372, an increase of 22 
Since the second Annual General Meeting on 9 February, 1968; 
there are also three affiliated societies. During this period 
477 new members were elected, 15 resigned, 4 were struck off for 
non-payment of subscriptions and 6 died (Mrs. Y. G. Copland, 

Mr. F. A. Gibson, lir, FF. E. Parsons, Mr. H. Irzykiewicz, Mr. E.d. 
Dumigan and Mir. P. 0. Hely). 


Regional membership was Queensland: 81, N.S.W.: 681, 
Victoria: 57, A.C.T.: 57, S.A.: 2/, Tasmania: 18, W.A.: 14, 
T.P.NeG. (with N.@.): 18, Unallotted (overseas): 19. In 1969 
there were 11 students, 14 retired members and one other 
'deemed eligible', receiving concessions, 


Headquarters 


In December 1968, Councillors were consulted regarding 
the location of Society Headquarters for the next two Annual 
terms after August 1969 and decided in favour of Canberre, Most 
felt that the Society would benefit from having the Executive 
located where the 14th International Congress will be held. 
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Constitution 


The third Council meeting, held during the second Annual 
General Meeting, agreed that the Hxecutive should seek additional 
finance for the Society. Efforts to obtain support through 
sustaining membership were not successful and, after further 
consultation with Councillors, the subscription was increased 
to $10 from 1 January, 1969. The Provisional Constitution was 
changed accordingly. 


The Drafting Committee failed to finalise a Definitive 
Constitution for presentation at the Third Annual General 
Meeting, due to difficulties in resolving members! views 
regarding contentious clauses in the draft and in producing 
a draft acceptance for incorporation under "A.C.7. Associations 
Incorporation Ordinance 1953-62", The Provisional Constitution 
was therefore changed to extend its period of operation from 
five to seven years and to assist the incoming Executive to 
expedite the incorporation of the Society. Other changes were 
made to provide for Sustaining Membership and Honorary Members 
and to remove the obligation for Annual General Meetings to be 
held in association with A.N.Z.A.A.S. 


Second Annual General Meeting 


Piftty-five members and six visitors attended the meeting 
held at the University of New England, Armidale, N.S.W. on 
8-11 February, 1968. Since the President decided to deliver 
his Address at the close of his term of office, the late Mr. 
P, C,. Hely was invited to deliver the W.W. Frogatt Memorial 
Lecture. The programme included papers by the Directors of 
Animal and Plant Quarantine on "Exotic Insects and Insect- 
Borne Diseases", a symposium on "Entomology and the Community" 
and nine contributed papers, Twenty members participated in an 
excursion to New ingland National Park, 


A surplus of $187-62 remained after the meeting and was 
credited tothe Society. The majority of participants lived in 
Duval College. The excellent arrangements by the University of 
New England contributed to the success of the meeting. 


Third Annual General Meeting 


On the nomination of the S.A. Regional Councillor, the 
following were appointed as the Organizing Committee: Mr. G. F, 
Gross (Chariman), Mr. P.G. Allen (Secretary), Mr. G.W. Howard, 
Mr. A. M. Lucas, Dr, #.D. Morgan, Dr. R.V. Southcott and Dr. 
P.W. Miles (Regional Councillor). The Committee followed s uggest- 
ions of the third Council meeting that a symposium based on some 
aspect of taxonomy should be included and that the meeting 
should be residential. It was originally intended to hold it 
in Adelaide but subsequently the location was changed to Victor 
Harbor, 60 miles south of Adelaide. The meeting precedes 
41 A.N.Z.A.A.S. Congress, 
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Committees 


At the Third Council meeting in Armidale, the anpointment 
of committees for specific purposes was approved, Subsequently 
the Hxecutive prepared a "Guide to the formation of Committees" 
and appointed the following (their membership is listed under 
Executive Appointments), 


a) Conservation Committee. Purpose: "A watching brief on all 
aspects of conservation that affect insects, with the 
particular object of bringing to the notice of the Executive 
any matters on which it appears that the Society might 
usefully take action; providing relevant information so that 
a decision can be made, and where necessary, preparing a 
documented case for submission by the Executive to the 
appropriate authority. 


b) Environmental Quality Committee. Purposes: 


"(1) To consider pollution of the environment by insecticides 
and to represent the Society in any discussions arising 

from the society's proposal to the Academy of Science regard- 
ing the formation of a National Advisory Committee on 
Environmental Quality. 


(2) To draw up suggestions for submission to the Commonwealth 
otatistician on the recording for statistical purposes of 
import, manufacture and utilisation of pesticides in 
Australia." 


It is clear that difficulties have been encountered in the 
operation of these committees, heir activities have centred 
around the Convenors and members of their committees residing 
in the same city. Consideration might be given to appointing 
future committees from members in one centre. 


The Conservation Committee (Convenor Mr, J.R.d. French) 
provided the following list of insect species which the Executive 
submitted to the Director, National Parks and Wildlife Service, 
N.S.W., for inclusion in a proposed "Wildlife Conservation Act 
for N.S.W.". Butterflies: Ornithoptera priamus, Euschemon 
rafflesia, Pseudalmenus chlorinda barringtonensis, Pseudalmensus 
chlorinda chloris, Tisiphone abeona joanna, Argynnis hyperbius,

Moth: Zelotypia stacyi. Cicada: YLettigarcta crinita. 
Beetle: Lissapterus pelorides. 
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The N.S».W. members of the Committee also submitted to the 
hixecutive proposals regarding boundaries of the Kanangra-Boyd 
National Park with particular reference to the conservation of 
the alpine skipper butterfly Oreisplanus munionga., On enquiry 
the Executive was advised that the distribution of this insect 
in the existing Park is being investigated and no further action 
has been taken, The N.S.W. members also discussed conservation 
matters in northern N.S.W. with Professor A..F. O'Farrell. 


The Environmental Quality Committee (Convenor DR. D.F, 
Waterhouse) offered help to the Australian Academy of Science 
in this field, The Convenor also wrote to the anpropriate 
authorities in each State asking for information on pollution 
of the environment by insecticides and on effects on non- 

& target organisms. Jt is clear fromthe replies (received only 
from Tasmania, Victoria and N.S.W.) that too little information 
is yet available to make valid generalisations. Victoria is 
the only State where the level of activity appears to be great 
enough to produce useful results in the fairly near future. 


A number of discussions were held between the Canberra 
members of the Committee and the Bureau of Census and Statistics 
relating to the recording and to the availability of information 
on import, manufacture and utilization of pesticides in Australia. 
There are obvious difficulties in the way of obtaining and 
recording this information but the Department of Primary 
Industry now has approval for the Pesticides Co-ordinator (Wr, 

J. Snelson) to undertake this task. 


XIII International Congress of Entomology 


. Lhe Executive prepared a small exhibit consisting of a 
map of Australia showing the distribution of members of the 
pociety, copies of the J, Aust. ent, Soc. and News Bulletin, and 
a statement of the society's formation and activities, which was 
displayed at the Congress in Moscow, 


A formal invitation from the Council of the Australian 
Academy of Science and the Australian Entomological Society to 
the Permanent Committee of International Congresses of Entomology 
to hold the XIV International Congress of Entomology in Australia 
in 1972 was presented by the Australian representative on the 
Permanent Committee, Dr. D. F, Waterhouse. On the recommendation 
of the Permanent Committee the final Plenary session of t he 
Congress accepted the invitation, 
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XIV International Congress of kntomology 


An Advisory Vommittee, appointed by the Council of the 
Australian Academy of Science, consisting of Professor M.dJ.D. 
White, Dr. D. F. Waterhouse, Dr. I. M. Mackerras, Dr. M.F.C. Day, 
Professor T. O. Browning, Mr, I’. W. Hogan, Mr. C. N. Smithers and 
Dr. EK. N. Marks, has made a number of decisions regarding the 
Congress which is to be held in Canberra on 22-30 August, 1972. 


Dr. D. F. Waterhouse was appointed President of the Congress 
and Chairman of the Organising Committee. Dr. P. 5. Carne is 
the Society's official representative on this Committee. 


The Executive indicated to the Advisory Committee that the 
Society could contribute $1000 to Conference funds. This will 
be provided by setting aside money from each full member's 
annual subscription. During 1969, $1 per member is being placed 
in our International Congress account. 


Regional Meetings 


No revorts have been received from Regional Councillors 
regarding meetings. 


Journal 


The Journal continues to expand, Volume 1 (1°67) consisted 
of 156 pages of text, Volume 7 (1968) was 170 pages and was 170 
pages and Volume 8 No. 1 was 116 pages. The Officers who form the 
Publication Committee considered that the Editor's burden was 
becoming too great and in July 1968, appointed an Editorial 
Board to assist him. ‘The Board has functioned well sand our 
thanks are extended to the members, Dr. 7. EH. Wooaward, Mr. I.F.B. 
Common, lir, R. van Baer and Dr, L. Barton Browne. ‘The Society 
is deeply indebted to our Editor, Dr. B. R. Champ, who has 
continued to perform his duties admirably. Dr. Champ was 
Hditor of the J. ent. Soc. Qd, from its establishment in 1962 
until it was handed over to the Society in 1967 and thus has 
the distinction of having been tne only Editor of both Journals,

opportunity to establish new, and ree-establish old, contacts under 
most favourable circumstances, This second meeting in which 
members were accommodated together further demonstrated the 
advantages of such an arrangement in a Society, many of whose 
members under normal circumstances meet relatively infrequently. 


The programme arranged by the Organizing Committee (\r. 
G.F. Gross (Chairman), Mr. P. B. Allen (Secretary), Mr. G. W. 
Howard, Mr. A.M. Lucas, Dr. P. W. Miles (Reg.Clir), Dr. F.D. 
Morgan and Dr. R.V. Southcott) was interesting, the papers were 
well presented and covered a wide range of subjects and stimula ted 
active discussion, A total of 63 members attended the meeting 
(59 at the Business Section) and there were 9 visitors including 
Dr. C.A, Fleming F.R.S. (President of ANZAAS) and Dr. D. Spiller 
from New 4ealand and Dr. E,.C. Loomis from the United States of 
America,

The Excursion on Thursday 21 August to the Southern Vale 
area was greatly enjoyed by the 22 members who joined it.

Regional Councillors except one (A.C.2%.) and the anparent 
complete lack of interest in the meeting of the Councillor 
representing one region, Proxies had been appointed for most 
Regional Councillors, 
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Constitution 


Council confirmed the changes in the Provisional Constitution 
made by the Executive during the period following the second AGM 
at Armidale. These included the increase in members! subscription 
to $10 in 1969, the extension of the powers of the Provisional 
Constitution from five to seven years, provision for Sustaining 
Membership and Honorary Members, removal of the obligation to 
hold Annual General Meetings in association with ANZAAS and the 
addition of the retiring Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer 
to Council for one annual term when the location of Society 
headquarters changes, 


There was discussion of the Constitution at the Council and 
Annual General meetings. he following motion was carried 
unanimously at the AGM, 


"Be it resolved that: 


The Draft Definitive Constituionbe approved in principle and 
that the Hxecutive elected by the 3 AGM appoint a committee to 
complete the preparation of a Definitive Constitution which 
shall include all the provisions necessary to ensure its comp- 
liance with the A.C.T. Associations Incorporation Ordinance 
1953-1962, 


A copy of this Definitive Constitution be sent to each 
member, and the Constitution be submitted for adoption at the 
next following Annual General Meeting or at an earlier Special 
Business Meeting called by the Executive. 


Following the adoption of a Definitive Constitution the 
Ekxecutive shall, within three months, ap»ly for incorporation of 
the Society under the A.C.7. Ordinance". 


The way if thus clear for the incoming Executive to proceed 
With the finalising the Definitive Constitution. 


Journal 


The Editor reviewed Journal finances and showed that 
sufficient funds are now available to increase the Journal from 
two to three issues per year, each of about 116 pages. There 
was general agreement that this increase would be desirable, 
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The Kditor also outlined & suggested change in procedure 
for processing manuscripts which would place final responsibility 
for acceptance or rejection on the Editor and Editorial Board 
instead of the Officers who at present constitute the ~ublication 
Committee, This suggestion was accepted in principle by Council 
and members, and will jiead to a change in Society administration, 
Officers! meetings will no longer be required and the Hxecutive 
Will be reconstituted as all Officers of the Society. Provision 
for the location of Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer in 
the same centre (with a quorum of two of these Officers necessary 
for a meeting) will be retained.

General; dated 22-30 August; location Australian National 
University, Canberra, Dr. Waterhovse announced that the Congress 
emblem, Myrmecia gulosa, had been selected and that financial 


support from the States had been guaranteed providing a matching 
erant is received from the Commonwealth, 


Honorary Member 


Council elected Dr. I.ii. Mackerras F,A,A. as the first 
Honorary Member of the Society.

1968-1969 


There have been no recent changes in the Entomology staff. 
The existing staff is as follows: Mr. G.!. Gross, Senior 
Curator (specializing in Hemiptera - Heteroptera); the Assistant 
Curator, Wi. A.N. McFarland (specializing in Lepidoptera - 
Geometridae, particularly the early stages and behaviour; also 
certain other moth families,. 


The collections have been enlarged by two recent major 
expeditions, and numerous shorter trips, In Jan, - Feb, 1968, 
Wa. Gross and Mr, lNicFarland spent several weeks on Viti Levu, 
Fiji, mostly around Nadarivatu (in the mountains, 3,000 ft.), 
where much general collecting was done, both “iurnal and 
nocturnal. Results were not spectacular, but several thousand 
specimens were collected, including some very interesting 
material. Dr. N.&. Tindale and ir, McFarland mede a 6,00C mile 
camping-collecting trip to the Par southwest of W.A., in 
MceFarland!s vehicle, during Oct. - Nov. 1968. The area covered 
ranged from north of Geraldton to Perth to Cape Leeuwin to 
Esperance, Hopetoun, and the Nullarbor Plain, and Hyre Peninsula 
in S.A. Mclarland concentiated on Lepidoptera and Diptera, plus 
some general collecting. Tindale concentrated on the many 
populations of Geitoneura (Satyridae) throughout the Southwest 
and the Nuliarbor borders, collecting long series; this was 
toward his continuing study of the genus over southern Australia. 
He also interviewed certain aborigines with the object of 
filling in a number of gaps in his soon-to-be published Tribal 
Map. Wr. Gross accompanied the Biological Expedition to Pearson 
and Flinders Island (W. coast of Eyre Peninsula) during the 
Summer . 


From April to August 1969 Mr, Gross was overseas studying 
and photographing types, etc. (Hemiptera - Heteroptera) in 
FPnorope, Canada, and the U.S.A., 1n connection with his taxonomic 
work for the "Handbook of South Australian Heteroptera”. 


The Entomology Department has had approximately 20 visiting 
taxonomists during the year, avite a number from cverseas, 
Specimens sent to interstate and overseas taxonomists have 
totalled approximately 35 loans. 


Mr. Gross continues his work on South Australian Heteroptera 
for the handbook series. McFarland continues his studies on 
the life histories and behaviour of South Australian Geometridae 
and other moths. A large reference-collection of preserved eggs, 
larvae, and pupae is being established here, with corresponding 
gield-notes, blackeand-white photographs of the living specimens, 
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and parasites reared from field material. The reared adult moths 
are given specific code-numbers which tie them to all associated 
preserved immatures, color descriptions, and photographs. 


A semi-popular article by McFarland, to appear in "Australian 
Natural History" magazine, will illustrate a few of the extremes 
in form and mode of oviposition seen amoung the KGGS of southern 
Australian moths,

It will still be 
possible for honours students to do this, but those who enter 
third year already bent on becoming entomologists will be able 
to enrol in the four courses mentioned (or several 
alternative, cqually desirable combinations). If they qualify 
for admission to the fourth (honours) year, they will be able to 
devote virtually the whole of their time, instead of only part 
of it, to appropriate work in entomology, including insect 
physiology and ecology.

BOOK REVIEW 


"Termites as Pests of Crops and Trees" by W.VY, Harris 
(C,A.B. Publication, 1969, 41 pp. 3 plates %1). 


This booklet, published by the Commonwealth Agricultural 
Bureaux, has been written by Dr. W. V. Harris who leads the 
Termite Research Unit of the British Gov. *ument's Ministry of 
Overseas Development, Dr. Harris has spent several years working 
on termites in Africa, and has first hand knowledge of these 
insects in many other parts of the world as well, 
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in this review, which covers the literature up to and 
including 1967 and embraces almost one hundred papers, the author 
has given an excellent overall picture of this very important 
aspect of termite activity. The booklet opens with a brief 
account of the special features of termite biology, including 
social organization and feeding habits, and outlines the broad 
classification of the group, the nature of the damage they cause, 
and general methods of control. The following sections deal with 
(i) damage to agricultural crops, which is discussed on a crop 
basis under the broad headings of plantation crops and field 
crops and, in this connexion, Australian experiences with sugar 
cane and pastures are included, and (ii) damage to forest 
nurseries and plantations, and to forest trees. Here again, there 
is a systematic list of the injurious species of termites 
together with the crops or plants which they have been recorded 
as damaging. 


In view of the increasing agricultural development of areas 
of northern Australia where termites are abundant, this public- 
ation will serve as an invaluable reference source for entomolo- 
gists who may be faced with problems of termite attach on many 
of the crop plants proposed for these areas.

OBITUARIES 
EDWARD JARRETT DUMIGAN, 1878-1969 


With the death of E.J. Dumigan on 18th May 1969, at the 
age of 90, another notable chapter in the history of amateur 
entomology in Australia has been closed, 


Born at Killarney, Queensland, in 1878, Mr. Dumigan 
devoted 54 years of his long and active life to school-teaching, 
serving as Head Teacher in eight Queensland schools. An early 
interest in natural history photography kindled a desire to know 
more about his photographic subjects. As Head Taacher At Halifax, 
north Queensland, and no doubt stimulated by his acquaintance with 
BP. PP. Dodd, he began collecting butterflies and moths. The 
districts in which he taught, including Clermont, Blackbutt, 
Bald Hillis, Manly and Toowoomba, yielded many undescribed species 
and new life history and distribution data, The noctuid genus 
Dumigania Turner and the cossid Charmoses Lg Turn, pay 
tribute to his discoveries, His hobby led to a long and mutually 
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rewarding association with other notable entomologists such as 
A, Jd. Turner, G.A. Waterhouse, R.J. Tillyard, W.B. Barnard and 
Henry Hacker, He built up a fine collection of some 20,000 
Australian Lepidoptera, which he donated to the University of 
Queensland in February, 1966. 


Mr. Dumigan was especially interested in the "scrub" 
(rain forest) fauna, and during vacaticns travelled widely in 
Queensland and northern New South Wales, collecting mainly in 
rain forest at Cape York, the Cairns district, the Atherton 
Tableland, Tamborine Mountain, Lamington National Park, Spring- 
brook, Cunningham's Gap, Bunya Mts., Toowoomba, Acacia Plateau 
and Tooloom, Most of his specimens were taken at night with a 
light, usually a pressure lantern, but recently with a mercury 
vapour lamp. In favourable weather his best collections were 
made at an illuminated sheet judiciously placed overlooking the 
rain forest; in poor weather he laboriously beat the foliage 
along forest tracks, netting the specimens that flew in the 
light of his lantern. In addition he reared many species, 
particularly the striking Aenetus Nepialids. The house in which 
he spent his retirement overlooked the Tloowoomba range where, 
especially in the company of W,.B. Barnard, some of his most 
prized specimens were taken and where until very recently he 
continued to collect, 


With his special aptitude for stimulating the latent 
curiosity of the young, he did much to foster the study of 
natural history in his schools, In 19%4 he was almost entirely 
responsible for the preparation of an insect handbook for 
Queensland schools on behalf of the Syllabus Notes Committee of 
the South Coast Inspectoral District, Entitled "Ouf Tnsects" 
(H. Pole & Co.: Brisbane, 212 pp., 99 pls.), it was an 
informative guide profusely illustrated by his own and Henry 
Hacker's excellent photographs. Understandably much of the book 
was devoted to Lepidoptera, but common species in several other 
Orders were also featured, 


Mr. Dumigan was a foundation member of the Australian 
Entomological Society and an Honorary Life Member of the Queens- 
land Entomological Society, which he first joined in 1928, He 
was a gifted teacher, an abie and enthusiastic entomologist, and 
a fine stimulating field companion, 


L.F.B. COMMON 
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FRANK ELLIOT PARSONS, 1881-1968 


Mr, FE, E. Parsons was born on 6 August, 1881 at Port 
Elliot, South Australia, and died on 22 December, 1968 at the 
age of 87. He is survived by 5 daughters, one of whom is Mrs. 
E.W.B. Gould, & Raymond Grove, Glenelg, South Australia. 


Wir, Parsons was a professional surveyor, with a great 
interest in birds. He was a well-known amateur South Australian 
ornithologist, famous for his excellent illustrations of the 
feather tracts of Australian birds, to be seen in his published 
work: PTERYLOGRAPHY = The Feather Tracts of Australian Birds, 
with Notes and Observations. (Occas. papers in Zoology No. 1, 
Libraries Board of S.A., Adelaide, 1968: 60 pp.). 


As a result of an operation he became crippled, and gave 
up his study of birds for butterflies about 40 years ago, His 
collection of butterflies covered the whole of Australia; 
specimens were obtained through collecting trips and exchange 
with other collectors. He had been in correspondence with Dr. 
Kerr, Messrs. Macqueen (Qlid.), Couchman (Tasmania), and Dr. 
Waterhouse, among others, He made various collecting trips with 
J.O, Wilson of Glenelg, 5.A., and Frank Angel of Adelaide. 

With Angel he made several long excursions by car, including 

the Far West, Alice Springs, and Darwin, etc.. He was 
particularly expert at locating the pupae of Ogyris spp., which 
were then reared for the collection, In his 82nd year, he 

drove alone across the Nullarbor to Perth, on his last long trip! 


The Parsons collection is now part of the Australian 
National Insect Collection (Canberra). The only entomological 
paper by Frank Parsons (1965) appeared in Rec. S.A. Museum 
15(1): Notes on Some Western Australian Lepidoptera - 
Rhopalocera with a Description of a New Sub-species of Anisynta 
albovenata Waterhouse (Hesperiidae), There 18 in existence a 
set of letters from G.A,. Waterhouse to Parsons cuvering thie years 
1937 to 19443 in the South Australian Museum,
